HOHEITLINDEN. 

After  the  orerthrow  of  the  Directory  in  1799,  Napoleon  gaTe  to 
Honau  the  command  of  the  French  army  operating  in  Oermany,  at 
tne  lame  time  indicating  to  him  the  pkn  of  campaign.  Horeau 
refueed  to  follow  thia  pbin  and  foUowod  hia  own  devices.  After 
winning  two  i"-port«nt  victorios,  he  met  the  combined  forces  of  Austria 
and  Bavaria,  under  the  Arphduke  John,  at  Hohenlinden,  on  December 
S,  1800,  and  inSictdd  a  crushing  defeat.  The  action  resulted  in  the 
Peace  of  LuDxville  in  1801. 

"The  Austrian  and  Bavarian  forces  had  crossed  the  Inn,  which 
flows  from  the  Tyrol  into  the  Danube,  had  advanced  into  ^varia,  and 
had  obtained  some  sUght  successes  that  threw  the  French  army,  under 
Morean,  back  upon  Hohenlinden,  where  a  decisive  battle  was  expected. 
When  the  Austrian  army  advanced  unsuspectingly  through  the 
dangorous  roads  of  the  forest,  Moreau  prepared  to  attack  them  as  they 
issued  from  the  defiles,  and  also  to  faU  upon  them  on  the  flank.  The 
Imperial  columns  began  their  march  two  houn  before  dawn,  in  a 
bUnding  snow-storm  that  obBterated  all  road  marks  and  prevented  the 
mtercommunication  of  the  columns.  The  Austrian  centre  approached 
Hohenlinden  about  9  o'clock,  but  they  were  met  by  Grouchy.  The 
darkness  of  the  s^rm  hid  the  ranks  from  each  other,  only  the  gashing 
of  the  guns  revealing  the  presence  of  the  enemy.  Driven  bock  into  the 
forest,  the  Austrians  fought  bravely,  and  the  contending  armies,  broken 
in  Singh)  file,  fought  man  to  man,  with  invincible  resolntion.  Meanwhile 
the  other  divisions  were  orcshed  by  Ney  and  Grenier,  while  Richepanse 
feU  on  the  rear.  '  No  words  can  paint  the  confusion  that  ensued  in  the 
Austrian  columns.  The  artillery  drivers  cut  their  traces  and  gaUoped 
in  all  directions  into  the  forest ;  the  infantry  disbanded  and  fled,  the 
cavalry  rushed  in  tnmnltnoas  squadrons  to  the  rear,  trampling  under 
foot  whatever  opposed  their  ,«is»(igi!.'     The  Imperialists,  weakened  by

It  is 
impossible  not  to  observe  the  susceptibility  of  the  rhythm  to  the 
theme,  the  efibrt  to  make  the  sound  harmonize  with  the  sense,  the 
wise  use  of  personification,  and  the  loving  sympathy  with  nature  in  all 
her  mpods.  In  studying  this  poem  the  student  should  see  a  succession

HOW  THEY  BROUGHT  THE  GOOD  NEWS  FROM  GHENT 

TO  AIX. 
This  poem  was  first  published  in  Dramatic  Romancu  in  1845.  Brown- 
ing says,  "I  wrote  it  under  the  bulwark  of  a  vessel,  off  the  African 
coast,  after  I  had  been  at  sea  long  enough  to  appreciate  even  the  fancy 
of  a  gallop  on  the  back  of  a  certain  goo.-l  horse  '  York,"  then  in  my 
stable  at  home."  It  was  written  in  pencil  o.i  the  fly-leaf  of  a  favorite 
Italian  book.  Browning  himself  is  authority  for  the  statement  that 
the  poem  has  no  foundation  in  fact.  It  is  simply  the  glorification  of 
riding,  the  delight  of  rapid  motion.  "The  route  followed  is  actual 
enough.  They  go  north-easterly  to  Lokeren,  then  keep  due  east  to 
Boom,  and  then  more  south-easterly  to  Aershoti  about  ten  milea  from 
Lonvain.  The  poet  does  not  say  that  they  went  to  Haaselt,  but '  by 
Hasselt,'  and  so  with  looz  and  Tongres.  They  probably  passed 
between  Hasselt  and  the  two  hitter  places,  riding  straight  acron 
country  to  Aix-la-Ghapelle.

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The  iword  Balmnng,  had  ita  origin  in  the  land  of  the  Volnugi.    The 
old  king  VoUung  had  a  famous  palace,  the  fairett  ornament  of  whioh 
was  a  magnificent  tree,  growing  in  the  midst  of  the  banqueting  hall, 
and  thnuting  ita  green  leavea  even  through  the  lofty  roof.    One  day, 
while  the  old  King  Volanng,  hia  ten-  eona  and  their  gueate  were  aeated 
around  the  banqueting  teble.  celebrating  the  marriage  of  the  Prinoen 
Signy  and  Siggeir,  king  of  the  Ooths,  the  door  opened  and  a  myaterions 
figure  came  alowly  into  the  room.     Solemnly  he  marched  up  to  the 
tree,  drew  forth  a  aword  from  under  hia  cloak  and  thmat  it  into  the 
tree  up  to  the  hilt    Then,  turning  to  the  awe-atruck  gnesto,  he  told 
them  what  a  blade  it  waa,  and  bade  the  one  who  couM  draw  it  forth 
keep  it  aa  a  gift  from  Odin.    When  he  aaid  thia  he  vaniahed.    It  waa 
the  All-father  himaelf  who  had  apoken.    One  by  one  the  prinoei  and 
their  guesta  tried  to  draw  forth  the  awoid,  but  not  one  oouM  mcoeed. 
When,  however,  it  came  to  the  turn  of  Sigmund,  the  yonngeet  and 
faireat  of  the  aona  of  Volanng,  the  blade  came  forth  without  diffloulty, 
ao  that  the  gueate  shouted  that  Sigmund  waa  the  beloved  of  Odin. 
King  Siggeir,  consumed  with  envy,  resolved  to  obtain  at  any  coat 
posseaaion  of  the  sword.    He  invited  the  ten  brothers  to  accompany 
him  homeward,  slew  nine  of  them  by  treachery,  and  attempted  to  kill 
Sigmund,  who  managed  to  escape,  leaving  hia  aword  behind.    After 
•wandering  an  outUw  for  yean,  Sigmund  accomplished  hia  revenge, 
regained  Balmung  and  returned  to  his  native  land  as  king.    He  ruled 
many  yeara  in  peace  and  then  went  forth  to  encounter  King  Ligny,  the 
mighty.    In  the  midat  of  the  battle  an  old  man  atood  up  before  the 
king.    Sigmund  struck  at  him,  but  the  aword  waa  broken  and  he  him- 
aeU  feU  dead  on  the  field.    The  figure  picked  up  the  fragments  and 
vanished.     It  waa  Odin  again.    The  sword  waa  not  again  seen  until 
Odin  brought  the  broken  pieces  to  Siegfried,  the  heir  to  the  throne  of 
the  Volsungs. 

P.  88,  I  1.— SlesrMed.  The  son  of  Siegmund  and  Sigelind,  the 
king  and  queen  of  the  Volsungs.  The  early  history  of  Siegfried  is 
related  in  the  three  selections  in  the  text.  After  the  awakening  of 
Brunhild,  Siegfried  lingered  for  six  months  in  Isenland  and  then  set 
out  on  his  journey  homeward.  On  his  way  there  he  stopped  in  Nibe- 
hingenland,  where  he  again  obtained  posseasion  of  the  treasure,  which 
he  had  abandoned  after  the  deatha  of  Fafnir  and  Miner,  and  whioh 
had  been  found  and  removed  by  the  king  of  the  Nibelungs.  This 
treaaura  carried  with  it  the  kingdom,  and  Siegfried  was  acknowledged 
king  of  the  Nibelunga.    Finally  he  reached  hia  home,  where  he  received

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natural  fortrew  of  Quebeo,  defended  by  Montcalm,  with  16,000  men 
since  June  28,  but  had  not  succeeded  in  making  any  impression.     The 
approach  of  winter  alarmed  the  captains  of  the  ships,  who  insisted  on 
immediate  withdrawal    Wolfe  resolved  on  one  more  desperate  attempt 
fcvety  means  waa  token  to  conceal  his  real  intentions  from  the  enemy 
The  troops  were  all  embarked,  as  if  for  immediate  departure,  the  ships 
were  kept  moving  up  and  down  the  river  to  confuse  the  French  until  at 
last  Wolfe  s  plans  were  matured  and  final  orders  issued.    The  result 
IS  given  in  the  tort.     A  good  map  of  the  miUtary  operations  before 
Quebec  is  given  in  Parker's  Seat,  of  the  Mighty,  (The  Copp,  CUrk  Co. ). 
Wolfe  was  one  of  the  greatest  military  geniuses  of  his  age      He 
entered  the  army  early,  was  an  adjutant  at  18,  and  was  but  33  when 
he  fell  at  Quebec.    His  personal  appearance  was  against  him  as  a  com- 
mander.    •'  His  forehead  and  chin  retreated  ;  his  nose  up-tilted  heaven- 
TOrd,  formed  with  his  other  features,  the  point  of  an  obtuse  triangle. 
His  hair  was  fiery  red,  his  shoulders  narrow,  his  legs  a  pair  of  attenn- 
at«l  spindle  shanks."   In  addition,  he  was  a  chronic  invalid,  never  welL 
and  frequently  prevented  from  attending  to  his  duties  by  illness.     But 
in  spite  of  this  there  was  in  Wolfe  that  which  commanded,  not  only 
the  respect,  but  also  the  love  and  reverence  of  his  men.    It  says  much 
for  Pitt's  knowledge  of  men  that  he  should  choose  this  unprepossessing 
sickly  colonel,  to  command  the  forces  against  Quebec;   the  result 
proved  he  was  not  mistaken  in  his  estimate  of  the  man.    See  Wiift 
by  A.  G.  Bradley,  in  E,igli,h  Men  o/Actim  Series,  (The  Macmillan  Ca).'

In  1780  he  began  the  study  of  art,  exhibited  a 
picture  in  1790,  was  made  an  associate  of  the  Royal  Academy  in  1790 
and  a  Royal  Academician  in  1802.  He  made  many  visits  to  the  con- 
tinent for  the  purpose  ol  study  and  to  procure  subjects  for  his 
paintings.  He  died  in  1861,  leaving  a  large  number  of  his  paintings 
to  the  nation.

TRIAL  SCENE  FROM  "THE  MERCHANT  OF  VENICE." 
This  Trial  Scene  occupies  nearly  all  of  the  fourth  act  of  Tht  Mer- 
chant qf  Venice.  Antonio  had  proved  unable  to  pay  the  braid,  Baasanio 
had  arrived  with  money  to  assist  him,  but  the  Jew  refused  to  receive 
a  dneat,  and  demanded  the  penalty  of  the  forfeited  bond.  The  matter 
came  before  the  Duke  for  settlement.  It  is  at  this  point  that  the 
scene  opens. 

It  is  impossible  to  teach  this  scene  properly  without  a  thorongfa 
knowledge  of  the  play  as  a  whole.  So  much  depends,  as  far  as  the 
character  study  is  concerned,  upon  the  first  three  acta  that,  whUe  the 
pupil  may  get  a  great  deal  from  the  study  of  the  scene  alone,  the 
teacher  cannot  teach  it  satisfactorily  without  the  fullest  knowledge.

Thii 
coMtant  work,  u  weU  h  poverty,  prerented  hji  attendance  at  nhool, 
•o  that  he  grew  up  to  manhood  oomparatirely  ignorant  of  booki,  bat 
knowing  the  life  of  the  Soottidi  peaaant  through  and  through.  At  the 
age  of  16  he  had  begun  to  write  poetry,  and  had  oootinued  at  intarrala 
until  17M,  when  he  had  aooumulated  enough  for  a  volume.  At  thia 
time  he  had  become  hopeleady  diBcouraged  with  farm  life,  and  had 
reeolved  to  emigrate  to  America.  Fortunately,  hii  publication  venture 
turned  out  •ucoeaifully,  and  Bunu  abandoned  all  thought  of  leaving 
hia  native  land.  He  waa  invited  to  Edinburgh,  where  he  wa<  treated 
with  diatinguidied  courtesy  by  the  men  of  lettera  there  gathered. 
Shortly  after  the  appearance  of  hia  aeoond  volume  in  1787,  he  bought  a 
fanr  near  Dumfries,  and  married  Jean  Armour.  In  1789  he  obuined 
the  position  of  exciw  officer.  His  last  days  were  embittered  by 
poverty  and  various  distnnses.  He  died  July  21,  1796.  His  moat  im- 
portant worka,  bendea  a  multitude  of  aonga,  are  Tht  Cotter's  Satitrday 
Night  and  Tarn  CfShanttr.  gee  Aims,  by  J.  C.  Shairp  in  Englitk 
UtHqfLtUen,  (Hacmillan  ft  Ca ). 

BuUar,  SlP  WllUam  Franels.  was  bom  at  Tipperary,  Ireland, 
in  18S7,  and  educated  at  Dublin.  He  entered  the  69th  Regiment  as  an 
ensign  in  1858,  but  did  not  see  active  service  until  1870,  when  he 
joined  the  Bed  River  Expedition  under  Sir  Garnet  Wolseley.  After 
the  capture  of  Fort  Oarry,  Butler  was  sent  aa  a  special  commissioner 
to  the  Indians  of  the  Saskatchewan,  a  mission  which  he  successfully 
aocomplished.  He  now  served  in  the  Ashantee  war,  the  Zulu  war,  and 
in  the  Egyptian  wars  of  1882  and  1884-5,  distinguishing  himaeU  in 
all  and  rapidly  winning  promotion.  From  18S0  to  1893,  he  commanded 
the  trooi*  at  Alexandria,  from  1893  to  1898  he  was  in  command  of  the 
South  Eastern  District,  and  in  1898  was  sent  to  South  Africa.  On  the 
outbreak  of  the  Boer  war,  he  was  recalled  and  placed  in  charge  of 
the  Western  Distriot.  Since  1900  he  has  been  in  command  at  AMer- 
ahot.  In  1877  he  married  EUiabeth  Thompson,  the  painter ;  in  1887 
he  was  knighted,  and  in  19U0  raised  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant- 
Oeneral.  His  best  known  works  are  The  Onal  Lone  Land,  The  Wild 
North  I  ind.  Bed  Ctaud,  the  Solitary  Sioux,  and  CharUe  George  Oordom. 
See  Oh>  Uving  Oenemlt,  by  Arthur  Temple,  (Melrose,  London). 

Byron,  Oeorye  Oordon  Noel,  was  bom  at  London,  January  33, 
1788.  His  father  was  a  somewhat  dissipated  man,  who  first  spent  hia 
wife's  fortune  and  then  deserted  her.    In  1790,  Mrs.  Byron  took  her

Coleridce,  Sunuel  Taylor,  wm  bom  *t  Ottery  St.  M«ry,  in 
DevoMhire,  October  21, 1772.  In  1791  he  entered  Cambridge,  but  two 
ye»n  kter,  in  oonaequenoe  of  an  unfortunate  love  a8air,  left  without 
taking  hia  degree.  He  enliitud  and  wrred  aome  time  in  the  Dragoona, 
but  his  frienda  proeoied  his  discharge  In  1794  he  rewlved  to  emigmte 
to  America,  and  aaist  in  forming  an  ideal  repubUc  there,  but  the  pro. 
ject  failed.  His  first  volume  of  poems  was  published  in  1798.  From 
this  time  Coleridge  was  engaged  in  literary  worit,  principally  theology, 
metaphysics,  poetry  and  criticism.  In  1798,  he  joined  with  Woids- 
worth  in  the  publication  of  the  l,yriail  Ballad:  All  his  best  poetical 
work  was  done  before  1800.  During  an  illness  he  contracted  the  opium 
habit,  which  sadly  weakened  his  powers  of  work,  and  interfered  with 
his  literary  success.  He  died  at  London,  July  28,  1834.  His  best 
known  works  are  his  Biogm/Ma  Literano  and  the  Aidi  to  S^/hetion, 
while  among  his  poems,  Tkt  AnaaU  Marina;  ChriHahtl,  and  KMa 
KluiM,  are  probably  the  best.  See  Coleridge,  by  H.  D.  Trail!  in 
Snglieh  Men  qf  LeOere,  (Maomillan  ft  Co.),  and  The  Ootden  Book  of 
Cohridge,  edited  by  Stopfocd  A.  Brooke,  (J.  M.  Dent  &  Ca).

In  the  same  year 
she  was  granted  a  pension  of  £100  from  the  Civil  List.  She  died  at 
Wimbleton,  September  23,  1889.  In  addition  to  the  poems  mentioned 
the  published  Melaia  and  Other  Poenu. 

Coolldgra.  SuMm  B.,  is  the  pen-name  of  Sarah  Channcey  Woolsey. 
who  was  bom  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  about  1846.  She  lived  for  a  number 
of  years  at  Newhaven  and  afterwards  at  Newport,  R.L  She  has 
published  What  Katy  Did,  A  Ouemeey  Lily,  A  LitUe  Country  Oirl 
and  several  volumes  of  Vermt.

Ho  died 
near  Pari*  in  1836.  He  produced  nothing  of  great  importance  other 
Uian  hia  famon*  revolutionary  hymn.

Hia  father  waa  of  Iriah  deacent  and  hii  mother  a  French.C!»oadian! 
belonging  to  one  of  the  oldeet  noble  familiea  in  Canada.  He  waa 
educated  privately  at  home,  then  at  the  Montreal  CoUegiate  Inatitute, 
and  at  St.  Mary'.  College,  Montreal,  from  which  he  graduated  at  the 
age  of  18.  In  1868  he  entered  the  Society  of  Jeaue.  He  taught 
Claaaica,  French  and  Engliah  Literature  for  seven  yeara  in  Montreal 
and  New  York.  From  1878  to  1878  he  took  tha  Ph.D.  oonrae  at 
Woodstock  College.

flonld,  Hannah  Flagg,  waa  bom  at  Lancaster,  Mass.,  September 
8, 1789.  lu  1800  she  removed  to  Newburyport,  where  she  lived  quietly 
until  her  death,  September  6,  1865.  She  published  volumes  of  poems 
at  intervals,  beginning  in  1832.  Her  best  known  work  was  written  in 
1804,  Hymng  and  Poenu/or  Children. 

Gray,  Thomas,  was  bom  at  London,  December  26,  1716.  He  was 
sent  to  Eton  and  afterwards  to  Cambridge,  where  he  attended  Peter- 
house  College  from  1734  to  1738.  While  at  Eton  he  had  made  the 
acquaintance  of  Horace  Walpole,  whom  in  1739  he  accompanied  on  a 
tour  through  Europei  The  association  did  not  prove  congenial,  and 
Oray  returned  to  EngUnd.  In  1841  he  took  up  his  residence  at  Cam- 
bridge, where  he  continued  to  live  until  hia  death,  with  the  exception 
of  two  years  spent  in  London.  In  17S7  he  declined  the  offer  of  the 
Poet  Laureateship.  In  1769  he  was  appointed  Professor  of  Modem 
History  at  Cambridge.  He  died  July  30,  1771.  Oray  was  one  of  the 
most  learned  men  of  his  time  and  has  left  behind  him  many  scholarly 
works.  His  reputation  depends,  however,  on  the  comparatively  small 
number  of  poems  which  he  wrote.  The  best  known  are  the  Elegy  in  a 
ComUry  Churchyard,  Ode  on  a  DitUmt  Proepecl  qf  Eton  College,  The 
Bard,  and  The  Deteaa  o/  Odin.  'See  Selectione  from  the  Pnue  and 
Poetry  i<f  Thomat  Cray,  edited  by  W.  L.  Phelps,  (Ginn  *  Co.). 

Halleek,  FitZ-Oreene,  was  bom  at  Gnilfoid,  Conn.,  July  8, 1790. 
Ss  boyhood  was  uneventful,  although  during  this  period  he  wrote  a 
number  of  poems,  some  of  which  gave  promise  of  future  excellence. 
In  1811  he  removed  to  New  York,  and  became  a  clerk  in  the  house  of' 
Jacob  Barker,  where  he  remained  for  twenty  years.  He  was  after, 
wards  in  the  employ  of  John  Jacob  Astor,  who  nominated  him  as  one 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Astor  Library,  and  left  him  an  annuity  of  $900. 
He  paid  a  visit  to  Europe  in  1822-23.  He  was  a  constant  contributor 
to  the  newspapers  and  periodicals,  writing  both  prose  and  poetry.  In 
1849  he  returned  to  Guilford,  where  he  remained  until  his  death, 
November  19,  1867.  His  best  known  poems  are  Marco  Boaarie  and 
Burnt.  See  Tht  lAfe  and  Letttn  c^f  Pitz-drtme  Halleek,  by  J.  O.

In  1806,  at 
the  age  of  14,  her  parents  allowed  her  to  publish  her  first  volnme  of 
poems.  This  was  followed  in  the  T-xt  year  by  England  and  Spain. 
In  1813  she  married  Captain  Hem  .  an  Irish  gentleman,  to  whom  she 
had  been  engaged  for  three  yeara.  In  1818  they  separated,  and  never 
saw  each  other  again.  After  this  she  resided  in  ra-ions  parts  of  Eng- 
land and  IniUnd,  living  on  friendly  terms  with  .  imost  all  the  well- 
known  literary  men  and  women  of  her  time.  She  died  at  Dublin,  May 
16,  1835.  In  addition  to  a  host  of  short  poems,  she  wrote  The  Vupert 
<^  Paltrmo,  The  Siege  </  Yaltmia  and  The  Fartet  Sanctvary.  See

Herbsrt,  George,  was  ^m  at  Montgomery  Castle,  Eng.,  April  S, 
IfiOS.  He  was  educated  privately  until  he  was  twelve  years  of  age, 
when  he  was  sent  to  Westminster  School,  and  in  1608  to  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge.  He  took  his  B.A.  degree  in  1611,  his  M.A.  in 
1616,  and  was  made  orator  of  the  University  in  1619.  In  1625,  he  took 
holy  orders  and  became  prebendary  of  Layton  Eoclesia.  He  afterwards 
removed  to  Bemerton,  where  he  died  March  1,  1633.  He  has  written 
some  of  the  sweetest  religious  lyrics  in  the  language.  Hisprincipsl 
works  are  The  Temple  and  The  Connlty  Parton.  See  Memoir,  prafizsd 
to  Xivertide  Edition  qf  Poeme,  (Houghton,  Mifflin  ft  Ca). 

Herrlek,  .Robert,  was  bom  at  London  in  August,  ISn.  His 
father  having  died  in  the  next  year,  Robert  was  brought  up  by  his 
uncle.  Sir  William  Herrick,  a  goldsmith.  In  1607  he  was  bound 
apprentice  to  his  uncle,  but  after  working  for  six  years  he  was 
sent  to  Cambridge,  where  he  graduated  in  1616,  taking  his  M.A.  degree 
four  yeara  later.  In  1629  he  took  holy  orders  and  was  presented  with 
the  living  of  Dean  Prior  in  Devonsliiie,  In  1648  he  was  driven  from 
his  living  by  the  Puritans,  but  was  restored  in  1662.  He  continued  to 
live  quietly  at  his  vicarage  until  his  death,  October  IS,  1674.  His 
principal  works  are  JToWe  Numhem,  1647,  and  Hetperidei,  1648.  See 
Memoir,  prefixed  to  Rivertide  Edition  qf  Poems,  (Houghton,  Mifflin  ft 
Co.).

Hood,  Thonu,  waa  bom  at  London,  May  23,  1799.  He  raceivad 
a  veiy  limited  education,  and  at  the  age  of  IS,  entered  the  office  of  a 
city  merchant.  The  confinement  proved  too  much  for  the  already 
sickly  boy,  so  he  was  sent  to  reside  for  some  time  with  relatives  at 
Dundee.  In  1818  he  returned  to  London  and  became  apprentice  to 
an  engraver.  After  two  years  of  this  work  he  wa«  appointed  sub- 
editor of  The  London  Magazine.  In  1824  he  married,  against  the 
wishes  of  his  wife's  family.  The  remainder  of  Hood's  life  was  a  con- 
stant struggle  against  debt  and  sickness.  His  business  ventures  wen 
not  successful,  and  for  some  time  he  was  obliged,  in  order  to  avoid 
his  croditors,  to  reside  abroad.  Throughout,  Hood  mainUined  his 
constant  cheerfulness,  and  issued  his  humorous  productions  as  if  he 
had  not  a  care  in  the  world.  In  1843  his  wife  received  a  pension  of 
£100  from  the  Civil  Lis;.  He  died  May  3,  1846.  Hood's  beat  known 
poems  are  The  Song  t^  the  Shirt,  The  Bridge  qf  Sight,  Xugene  Aram, 
and  a  host  of  humorous  poems.  See  Popular  Sludiet  t/f  Mtuteenlh 
Cenlmy  Poeti,  by  J.  M.  Mather  (Warne). 

Houghton,  George  Washington  Wright,  was  bom  at  Cam- 
bridge, Mass.,  August  12,  1850.  He  followed  the  profession  of  a 
journalist,  varying  this  with  the  writing  of  lighter  verse.  He  was  one 
of  the  incorporators  of  the  "  Sons  of  the  Revolution,"  and  acted  as  the 
secretary  of  the  society  for  some  years.  Ho  died  at  Yonkers  in  1881. 
His  best  l^nown  works  are  Songi  from  Over  the  Sea,  St.  OUrft  Kirk, 
and  Nia^ra  and  Other  Poena. 

Howe,  Julia  Ward,  was  bom  at  New  York,  May  27, 1819.  She  • 
was  oarefuUy  educated  by  private  tutors  at  home.  In  1843  she  was 
married  to  Dr.  Samuel  Howe,  with  whom  she  was  soon  associated  in 
various  literary  undertekings.  Before  the  outbreak  of  the  Cm\  War 
they  edited  Tht  Commonwealth,  an  anti-slavery  journal.  She  has 
always  taken  a  great  interest  in  the  cause  of  women,  and  in  all  phil- 
anthropic works.  Her  best  known  books  are  Pauim  Flower;  and 
Word*  for  tht  Hour.

He  waa  called  to  the 
bar  in  I80S,  but  did  not  practice.  Hia  literary  career  began  at  this 
time  by  the  publication  of  humoroua  talea  and  aketnhea.  In  1810  he 
entered  into  partnership  wth  hia  brothers  in  a  large  commeroial  enter- 
prise. In  1818  he  again  w«nt  to  Europe,  where  he  remained  for  aoma 
years.

He  studied  kw  and  philowphy  at  Kiel  and  G«ttingen  In  1796 
he  waa  appointed  leoretary  to  the  Royal  Library  at  Ck>penhagen.  In 
1798  he  visited  Engknd.  In  1799  he  entered  the  civil  nrvioe  of  the 
Danish  Oovenunent,  but  tom  passed  over  to  that  of  Prussia.  In  1810 
he  waa  appointed  Professor  of  History  at  Berlin.  Prom  1816  to  1822 
he  waa  Prussian  Ambassador  at  the  Papal  Court  In  1823  he  was 
appointed  a  Professor  at  Bonn.  He  died  at  that  pbtoe,  January  S, 
1831.    Hit  works  deal  lar^ly  with  ancient  history  and  antiquities. 

Omar  Kluvyain,  or  Omar,  the  tent-maker,  the  Pendan  poet,  waa 
a  native  of  Xaishapur  in  Khorassan.  Through  the  favor  of  friends  at 
court,  the  Snlton  provided  him  with  an  annuity,  which  enabled  him 
to  pursue  his  scientific  Ptudiea.  He  was  appointed  Astronomer  Royal, 
and  aa  such,  instituted  the  reformed  Persian  calendar.  He  ia  said  to 
have  died  A.D.  1123.  Hit  fame  retta  principally  upon  hit  /tuiatyot  or 
Qualrauu,  ritrtxluced  to  the  Euglith  speaking  worM  in  the  tranalatioa 
of  Edward  Fitzgerald. 

O'Rellljr,  John  Boyle,  was  bom  at  Castle  Dowth,  near  Drogheda, 
Ireland,  June  28,  1844.  He  began  life  aa  a  printer,  but  soon  became 
connected  with  the  Fenian  movement.  In  1866,  he  entered  the 
British  army  aa  a  spy,  was  detected,  eonvicted  of  high  treason,  and 
condemned  to  imprisonment  for  life.  The  sentence,  however,  was 
commuted  to  twenty  years  penal  servitude.  He  escaped  from 
Australia  in  1869,  and  made  his  way  to  the  United  States.  In  187,., 
he  joined  the  staff  of  the  Boston  KfcX,  a  poeition  he  retained  until  hie 
death,  August  10, 1870.  O'ReiUy  is  known  as  a  deecriptive  writer,  a 
novelist  and  a  poet.  His  principal  worka  are  Songf  qf  the  Southern 
Seat,  Moandyne,  In  Bohemia,  and  «oHm  and  Stetchet.  See  John

In  later  yeara  he  lired  for  tha  moat 
part  in  hia  beautiful  villa  at  Twiokenham,  the  nndiapated  literary 
dictator  of  hia  time.  He  died  May  30,  1744.  Hia  beat  known  worka 
are  i!>ny«  on  Onttcum,  Eiay  o*  Um,  The  Jfapa  o/  the  Loci,  The 
Demaad,  EpieUa,  and  a  tnnalation  of  Homei'a  And  and  CMyatay.

Prad'homme,  LonU  A|thllF,  waa  bom  at  St.  Urbain  de  Chate- 
anpnay,  Quebec,  November  21,  1803.  He  waa  educated  at  Montreal 
Col  -vo,  and  called  to  the  bar  in  1879.  In  1881  he  removed  to  Hani- 
toha  and  began  to  practice  hia  profeaaion.  He  waa  tor  aome  tine 
engagedTin  newapaper  work.  In  1888  ha  wea  appointed  a  judge  of  the 
County  Court,  a  poaition  he  atill  holda.  He  residea  at  pfeaent  at  St. 
Boniface.  He  haa  contributed  to  various  French  Canadian  magasinea, 
and  haa  written  JTiXm  HiMorigua  «r  la  vie  de  P.  X.  de  BatUuon. 

Band,  Theodore  Hardiny,  was  bom  at  Comwallia,  Nora  Sootia, 
Feljruary  8, 1836.  He  waa  educated  at  Horton  College  Academy  and 
at  the  Univeraity  of  Acadia,  from  which  hs  graduated  in  I860.  He 
taught  for  some  time  at  Horton,  and  later  in  the  Normal  School,  Trura. 
Afte '  the  paasing  of  the  School  Act  of  1874,  he  waa  made  Superin- 
tendent of  Education  for  Nova  Scotia  and  aubaequently  held  a  similar 
poaition  in  New  Bronswiok.  In  1883  he  became  ProfesaoT  of  History 
in  Acadia.  He  was  afterwards  Profenor  in  McMastor  and  Woodstock 
Colleges.  In  1892  he  was  appointed  Chancellor  of  HoMaater  Univer- 
aity,  but  resigned,  owing  to  ill-health  in  1805.  In  1897  he  pnbliahed 
At  Minat  Baein  and  Other  PigeiM.    He  died  at  Toronto  in  1900. 

Reade,  Charles,  was  bora  at  Ipaden  House,  Oxfordshire,  June  8, 
1814.  He  was  educated  at  various  private  schools,  and  in  1831  entered 
Hsgdalen  College,  Oxford.  He  graduated  in  1838  and  in  the  same 
year  was  elected  fellow  of  his  College.  He  was  ancceaaively  achoUr, 
boraar,  Itaan  of  Ar^a,  and  Vice-Freaident  of  Uagdalen.    In  1847  he

The  boy  wms 
educated  at  home  and  at  varioui  private  ■choola  and  then  entered  oe  a 
gentleman  oommoner  at  Christ's  Church,  Oxford.  In  1839  he  gained 
the  Newdigate  prise  for  an  Englieh  poem,  and  grodoatad  in  1849.  In 
1848  woe  publiflhed  the  first  volume  of  Modem  Patntert.  From  this 
time  onward  Roakin  became  known  as  a  great  art  critic  and  later  aa  a 
•ooiol  reformer.  He  spent  much  time  <m  the  otrntlnent  studying  the 
arohitectnre  of  the  leading  buildings  and  the  works  of  the  great  masters 
in  painting.  He  took  a  great  interest  in  the  working  classes,  and 
spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and  money  in  his  efforts  for  their  benefit. 
In  1869  he  was  elected  Slode  Professor  of  Art  at  Oxford.  During  the 
latter  years  of  his  life  he  lived  at  Brantwood,  where  he  died  January 
20,1000.  His  principal  works  are  MocUm  PainUrt,  Stmui  qf  Fimies, 
The  Seven  Lampe  qf  Architecture,  The  Croum  of  Wild  (Hive  and 
S^am^  and  Lilies.  See  Jiohn  Atwih'n,  ffia  Life  and  Work,  by  Mar- 
shall Mather,  (Frederick  Wame  A.  Co.),  and  The  Work  (^fJohn  MuMn, 
by  Charles  Waldstein,  (Harper  Bros. ). 

Russell.  Sir  William  HowariL  was  bom  at  Dublin,  March  28, 
1820.  He  was  educated  at  the  Rev.  Dr.  Qeoghegan's  Academy  and 
at  Trinity  Collie,  Dublin.  He  went  to  England  in  1842,  se:  ved  on 
Tor^  us  papers,  and  finally  joined  the  staff  of  tlw  London  Times,  He 
acted  as  war  oorrespondent  for  that  paper  during  the  Russian  war,  the 
Indian  Mutiny,  the  Franco- Prussian  irar,  the  American  Civil  War,  and 
the  Egyptian  war.  He  was  private  secretory  to  the  Prince  of  Wales 
during  his  Indian  tour  in  1870-76.  In  IR60  he  established  The  Arufy 
andNavy  Otuette,  which  he  still  continues  to  edit.  He  was  knighted 
in  1806.  His  principal  works  are  Liters  from  the  Chimea,  Diary  q^ 
the  Last  Great  War,  and  Diary  in  India. 

SangSter*  Charles,  was  bom  at  Kingston,  July  16,  1822.  In  his 
early  years  he  hod  to  struggle  with  eitreitte  poverty,  so  that  he  had 
none  of  the  advantages  that  come  from  education  and  training. 
During  the  rebellion  of  1837,  he  was  a  maker  of  cartridges,  and  was 
afterwards  an  orderly  clerk.  He  then  engaged  in  newspaper  work. 
In  1868  be  received  a  position  in  the  Civil  Service  at  Ottawa.  In  1886 
he  was  placed  on  the  superannuated  list  and  returned  to  Kingston. 
He  died  at  Ottawa  in  1893.  His  two  volumns  are  entitled  The  St, 
Lawrence  and  the  Sagunnay  and  Other  Poeme  and  ffe^ienu  and  Other 
Poema  and  Lyrict.

In  18tl  the  British  OoTenimaat 
pnfided  him  with  a  war-ahip  and  aent  him  to  the  Heditenanean  for 
hia  health.  He  retuned  to  Abbotaford  in  the  next  year  and  died 
thn«  Beptambar  21,  inS.  Hia  beat  known  novel*  are  IvanJm, 
Ktnilmrth,  2%<  TaOtmai,  Tkt  Abbot,  Tht  Hmrt  </  MidMiMm  and 
Tht  AfUtqwurji.  See  amU,  by  R-  H.  Huttoa  in  AiffM  Jfa*  V

SlUkkwpMre,  Wtlllun,  waa  bom  at  8tntford.on-ATan,  Hay  S, 
1M4.  Ha  waa  eduoated  at  the  Stratford  Grammar  BohooL  Taiy  little 
la  known  about  the  faota  of  hia  early  lite.  In  1SS3  he  married  Anna 
Hathaway  wlio  waa  eight  yaara  hia  aenior  and  three  year*  later,  after 
the  birth  of  two  ohiMien,  he  want  to  London.  Here  be  ia  aaid  to  hare 
held  horaea  at  the  doora  of  the  theatres.  In  IBOS  we  find  him  firmly 
eatabliihed  aa  a  diwnatiat.  From  this  date  until  almoat  the  date  a< 
hia  death,  his  pUys  were  pndnoed  in  regular  suooeaaion.  In  1S9T  he 
potohaaed  a  |daae  in  Stratford.  About  1613  he  returned  to  hia  native 
place,  where  he  died  in  1616.  The  foregoing  are  almoet  all  the  facta 
known  about  the  greatest  writer  of  all  time.  His  playa  are  very 
numerous  and  include  tragedies,  comedies,  historical  plays,  poems  and 
sonnets.  The  most  famous  of  hie  dramas  are  Hamitt,  King  Ltar, 
MaOtlh,  Othello,  Tht  Winta't  TaU,  The  JImhatU  qf  Venice  and  Tht

Shelley,  Perey  Bysshe,  the  eldest  son  of  Sir  Timothy  Shelley, 
waa  bom  at  Field  Place,  Sussex,  August  4,  1792.  He  waa  sent  to 
Eton,  but  owing  to  his  refusal  to  fag,  led  rather  a  hard  life.  In  1810 
he  entered  Oxford,  but  was  soon  expelled  Iwcauae  he  insisted  on  forcing 
hia  peculiar  rel^oua  viewa  upon  the  heada  of  ooUegea.    His  father

SoathAJTi  lObert,  waa  bom  at  Briatol,  Aognit  13,  \TH.  Beiiw 
early  left  an  orphan  he  waa  cared  for  by  an  nnole  who  lent  him  to 
Weatminater  SohooL  In  17BS  he  entered  Balliol  CoUege,  Oxford,  bat 
left  after  two  yeata.  In  I7M  he  publiihcd  hia  fint  volume  of  poama, 
and  In  the  next  year  atarriad  Kdith  Friuker,  whoae  aiiter  married 
Coleridge.  In  I7t8  he  rlaited  Fortogal,  where  he  remained  lix  montha, 
Ee  waa  made  Secretary  to  the  Chanoellor  of  the  Kxoheqner  for  Ireland 
at  a  lalary  of  £300,  but  naigned  and  went  to  Ure  at  Keawiok,  when 
he  engaged  ir  Uteraiy  work.  From  being  a  strong  radical  Southey 
became  an  nItta-royaUat.  In  U07  he  receiTod  a  penaion  of  £180, 
afterwaida  Inoraa,  ed  to  £480,  and  In  181S  waa  made  Poet  Laoieate. 
He  died  March  21,  I84S.  Sontbey'a  writlnga  ara  Tolnminoua.  Hia 
beat  poema  are  Joan  qf  An,  Thalaba,  and  Tin  Curf  if  Kihama. 
His  best  praaa  worka  are  hia  Lift  qf  Ntlim  and  Life  qfJch*  WaUg.

Sporjreon,  ClMtrlM  HodOn,  was  bom  at  Kelrcden,  England,  Jnne 
IB,  1834.  He  waa  educate '.  at  Colchester,  and  became  usher  in  a 
aohool  at  Kewmarket.  He  early  joined  the  Baptist  deaomination  and 
became  miniater  of  a  chapel  at  Waterbeiwh  at  the  age  of  18.  In  1852 
he  removed  to  Lradon,  where  he  soon  drew  large  crowds.    In  1861  the

In  184S  the  Poemt  in 
two  volumea  appeared.  In  1847  I'm  iViiKeaa  waa  pnbliahed.  In  1830 
he  gave  to  the  world  In  Memoriam,  in  remembranoe  of  hia  dead  friend, 
Hailam  In  the  lame  year  he  married  Emily  Selwood,  and  waa  made 
Poet  laureate.  In  18S3  he  removed  to  Farringford,  in  the  lale  of 
Wight  In  1885  Vciik^  waa  puUiahed,  fallowed  in  1839  by  four  of  The 
IdylU  qf  At  King.  In  1868  he  purohaaed  another  eatate  at  Aldworth. 
In  1884  he  waa  railed  to  the  peeragei  Be  died  October  6, 1892,  and 
waa  buried  in  Weatminater  Abbey.  Beaidea  the  poema  already 
mentioned  he  wrote  Jilnoch  Arden,  Lodaley  Hall,  Queen  Mary, 
Harold,  Becktl  and  Tht'fbraiten.  His  last  volume,  AOat't  Dream 
awf  the  Death  qf(E!n(me  waa  published  subsequent  to  hia  death.  See 
Lord  Tennymm,  by  H  J.  Jenninga,  (Chatto  and  Windna),  and  IVmiy- 
•OK,  by  Stephen  Owynn,  (Blackie  &  Sons). 

Tbaekaray,  WilUun  Makepeaoe,  waa  bom  at  Oalontta,  July 

18,  1811.  In  1818,  he  waa  sent  to  England  and  placed  in  the  Charter 
Home.  He  entered  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  but  left  without 
taking  hia  degree.  For  the  next  few  yean  he  travelled  on  the 
continent,  for  the  moat  part  atudying  art.  He  spent  a  winter  in 
Weimar,  where  he  met  Goethe  and  hia  circle.  In  1837  he  lost  hia 
fortune,  and  aa  a  consequence  waa  farced  to  devote  himself  serioualy  to 
literature.  He  contributed  to  the  leading  magazinea,  mora  especially 
to  Pmeh,  in  which  some  of  his  beat  work  appeared.  He  made  hia  first 
great  success  in  1846  with  Famty  Fair.  His  other  works,  Pendenm;

Warnep,  Cdarles  Dudley,  w«a  bom  at  PUinfleld,  Maaa.,  Septem- 
ber 12,  1829.  He  graduated  from  Hamilton  CoUege  in  1851  and  in 
1886  waa  called  to  the  bar  in  Philadelphia.  He  practiaed  Uw  in 
Chicago  until  1880,  when  he  removed  to  Hartford  to  take  up  newapapar 
work.  He  hai  travelled  a  great  deal,  and  haa  left  many  volnmea 
dealing  with  hia  traveb.  He  conducted  the  Editor'a  Drawer  in 
ffarper't  Magaxint  from  1884  to  1892,  when  be  became  the  conductor 
of  the  Editor'a  Study.  In  1896  he  edited  The  Library  of  the  Wortdf, 
Bat  Literature.  He  died  in  1900.  Hia  beat  known  worka  are  Jfy 
Summer  m  a  Oarden,  /»  tie  Levant  and  the  OoUeu  Jtouae.  See

Wbite,  Joseph  Blaneo,  waa  bom  at  Seville,  Spain,  July  11, 
1778.  In  1799  he  waa  ordained  a  prieat,  but  abandoned  the  Roman 
Catholic  religion  in  1810,  and  removed  to  Enghmd.  He  became  a 
private  tutor,  oondncted  a  Spaniah  paper,  became  a  Spaniah  political 
agent,  took  ordera  in  the  Church  of  Enghmd,  waa  editor  of  the  London 
Semew,  became  a  Unitarian,  and  died  at  Liverpool,  May  20,  1841.  In 
1814  he  bad  been  granted  a  life-penaiun  of  £250  by  the  Britiah  Govera- 
ment  in  reward  for  aervioea  rendered  in  connection  with  Spain. 
Hia  publicationa  are  largely  political  and  religioua. 

Whittier,  John  Oreenleaf,  waa  bom  at  Haverhill,  Maaa., 
December  17,  1807.  Hia  parenta  were  Quakera  and  the  child  waa 
brought  up  in  that  faith.  He  received  the  uaual  common  aohool 
education  in  hia  native  town  and  wrote  hia  flrat  poem  at  the  age  of  18. 
During  his  early  yeara  he  waa  editor  of  aeveral  newspapera,  and  took  a 
very  prominent  part  in  the  anti-aUvery  agiUtion.  On  aeveral  occa- 
aiona  hia  office  waa  tacked  and  he  himself  waa  in  danger  of  hia  hfe. 
Hia  poems  did  much  to  keep  alive  the  aentiment  against  slave  holding. 
He  repreaented  Haverhill  in  the  ^^qpalatoie  in  1838.    In  the  next

When  the  general  thought  of  a  aelection  ia  in  the  mind,  or  in  aome 
ooaea  even  before  thia,  the  atudy  of  the  partial  picturea  may  bo  carried 
on  with  profit.  For  example,  when  the  general  movement  of  the  atoty 
of  Horatiua  ia  perceived,  a  cloaer  examination  of  the  parts  may  reveal 
new  beautiea.  The  central  thought  ia  Roman  bravery  and  devotion. 
To  make  tuia  thought  prominent  the  poet  firat  of  all  gives  a  picture  of 
the  strength  and  confidence  of  the  Tuscan  army,  then  follows  thia  by 
an  account  of  the  terror  in  Rome  and  the  country  round  about  With 
thia  as  a  background,  he  pictures  the  bravery  of  the  three  Romans, 
first  in  their  offer  to  face  the  enemy,  and  then  in  their  act  of  defence. 
A  close  examination  of  the  text  will  reveal  the  skill  of  the  poet  in 
creating  clear  and  definite  pictures,  will  expkin  why  some  details  are 
incorporated  and  others  omitted,  why  certain  worda  an  used  or  figures 
employed.
